In regard to the matter of the Margaret Eaton 
School and the disposition to be made of it, this was 
discussed with you" some time ago; and along the lines 
of that discussion a letter was written to Dr. Cody, a 
copy of which is enclosed and which is self-explanatory. 
His reply thereto has been received, a copy of which is 
enclosed. The proposal is evidently satisfactory to 
him and to the University, as it is, we believe, also 
to those concerned in the School itself. 

We thought it well to devise some means by 
which the Margaret Eaton name would be perpetuated in > 
connection with this work, and also that there would be 
associated with it an interest in Literature and Oral 
Expression, which was the main feature in the original 
School.

Miss Somers said Senior Matriculation standing would 
be required in all cases except where the student was an ex- 
ceptionally outstanding one, in which cases matriculation re- 
quirements may be waived. / Mr. Lewis said that Miss Somers was 
advising Margaret !5aton School students to this effect. Students 
who have completed the 2-rear course of Margaret Eaton School 
and who have qualified for its diploma would not receive further 
tuition under University /Course. Mr. Lewis learned from Miss 
Somers that she docs not /consider there is any necessity for 
the #11,000 odd cash surplus to be turned over to the Univer- 
sity for purposes of a library until such time as the Univer- 
sity provides a building/ suitable for the purpose. Also, Miss 
Somers did not think it /would be necessary to turn over all the 
money at once - it poulq be divided part now and part later.

Referring to our discussion on the Library which 
will bear Mrs. Eaton’s name, after looking over the list 
of the books in the present Library - as submitted by 
Mr. Adams for Insurance purposes -, it seems to me that 
there will have to be a much better Library than now 
exists. This question was left with you to discuss with 
Mr. Lewis,- before the letter to the University is signed. 

It also seems to me that in order to be sure that 
the Library is kept up to a standard worthy of the Eaton 
name, the Company should have some voice in the matter of 
the room to be used and the furnishings, as well as the 
the books. 

To accomplish this, the Company could appoint a 
person who would act on a committee with the Head of the 
new Department in the University.

Notes Re Margaret Eaton School 



Mr. Erwin has spoken to Miss Layton, 20/9/41, and 
she informed him that the University of Toronto is paying 
the wages of those members of the School Staff which are 
entering the employment of the University - commencing from 
September 1st, 1941. 

Those members of Margaret Eaton School staff who 
are not entering the employment of the University would 
have terminated their connection with the School some time 
back and there should not be any outstanding liability with 
respect to them. 

The figures in connection with the Camp have entered 
into the School figures in past years - so Mr. Erwin advises. 

Miss Layton expects to receive the 1941 Camp Statements on 
September 20th and to have all the Book entries arising 
therefrom completed within a week. 

Miss Layton says that the only wages outstanding and 
which will be paid - are amounts totalling $154 to persons 
employed re Camp. Miss Layton has advised Mr. Erwin that 
the Camp results for year are expected to about break even. 

As the University will be responsible for Fire In- 
surance on all School owned contents at 415 Yonge Street - 
and as we have particulars of these and of the amount of 
insurance carried - think that the policy should be turned 
over to the University so it will be responsible for insurance 
in future.

Re: Margaret Eaton School 

You mentioned a point about which I now wish to report to you, and 
to find out what you think should be done. I have discussed the 
matter with Mr. Turner and Mr. McMullen. 

As you know, the School Balance Sheet shows an asset of $11,000 
odd cash in Bank. This amount is subject to some, but not great 
variation when the figures to this date have been brought in. 

This amount of $11,000 odd is the Cash Surplus mentioned in Mr. 

R. Y. Eaton's letter to President Cody and which is to be paid out 
for purposes of a Library. Dr. Cody mentioned "about $10,000" in 
his acknowledgment so that is probably about all that is expected. 

As you also know, the School Balance Sheet also shows a Liability 
of $19,000 odd to T. Eaton Co. There is no corresponding or any 
amount outstanding in Books of T. Eaton Co., as all amounts disbursed 
by T. Eaton Co. in connection with School were written out of T. Eaton 
Co. Books some years back. 

It may (or may not) be that the Debt to T. Eaton Co. has been 
outlawed by reason of lapse of time. This could be looked into if 
desired - but in either case no claim will be made by T. Eaton Co. as 
it was never intended to do so. 

The School has a few other assets in way of Furniture and Furnish- 
ings which the University has been granted the use of. 

It has been suggested: - 

1. That a memo, be drawn up and signed by T. Eaton Co. which would 
have the effect of waiving any claim to receive all or any part 
of the $11,000 odd and that no claim would be made against School 
Directors on ground that School Debts should have been paid off 
rather than the money turned over to University. 

2. That the Shareholders of School should consent to the money being 

paid over to University.
